The reliev- 
ing force consisted of the Natal Car- 
bineers, a few Fusileers and Lanca- 
shires and one or tavo other companies, 
under the direct acommand of Lord 
iDundenald. The Boers have seeming- 
ly made a general retirement and Dun- 
donald’s force reached the beleaugered 
Gonald’s ferce reached the beleaguered 
city without opposition, coming by way 
of Klip river and Caesar’s camp. On 
arrival they were received with frantic 
joy.

A-bill to amend the Dominion Land

Act was recently

The following are the principal points 
with which it deals: 


Military Homesteaders. 

To meet the cases of a number of 
young men from the West, holding 
homesteads, who have gone toa South 
Africa as members of the several vol- 
unteer contingents provision is made 
to reckon the time spent by the ‘vol- 
unteer irom enrollment until three 
months after his discharge as_ resi- 
dence upon his homestead; and to per- 
mit the issue of patent to e. disabled 
volunteer without fuither residence. 
The proposed’ amendments read as fol- 
lows: ‘ ¢ 

Notwithstanding anything in the 
said Act or in any, Act amending it, the 
time during which a settler is ab- 
sent from his homestead while he is 
a, member of a military force enrolled 
under the afethority of the Minister 
co.

Homesteaders Leave ot Absence, 


Iniview of the great and general de- 
struction by fire in the Dauphin dis- 
trict last fall an amendment’ to the 
Lands Act is proposed to cover|the\ 
zajses of settlers who were. burnt out 
and therefore compelled for a time to 
leave their homesteads. The following 
provision reads as follows: 

If at any time after a settler b- 
tains his entry for a homestead and 
betors he completes the conditions of 
sch entry, he suffers such loss, by ‘the 
dastruction, by fire or other cause, of 
his dwelling-house, - outbuildings; 
farming machinery, farming imple- 
ments, horses or cattle, as in the op- 
inion ot the Minister fortes such set- 
tler to leave his homestead toa earn 
money to erect buildings in the place 
cf those destroyed, or to purchase other 
necessary: farming machinery, farming 
implements, horses or cattle, the per- 
iod during which such settler is so 
forced to be absent from his homestead, 
not/ exceeding, however, six months ‘at 
any|one time, may be counted as resi- 
dence upon his homestead within the 
saidtAct or of any Act amending it. 
Homestead Residence. 


Another amendment relaxes the re- 
quirements of residemce upon a home- 
stearl/ in! order to secure patent by ac- 
cepting residence on adjacent purchas- 
ed land. This applies to cases where 
the settler who has homesteaded one 
quarter section and purchased an- 
other finds it desirable or necessary to 
live on the quarter whith he has pur- 
¢hased, rather than on the one he has 


dj. Canada. Let! us make a’retrospect; | oF not they will become law, or in ex- 
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tual settler the main purpose of the 
homestead law is fulfilled, and that 
the more conveniently he can be al- 
lowed to perform his homestead dut- 
ies the more profitable to him, and 
the better for the country. Lt might 
bel well, however, to require extra, cul- 
tivation or other improvements om the 
homestead as an extra guarantee of 
good faith on the part of the home- 
steadier. The amendment reads as

HORSES FOR STRATHCONA’S RIFLES 

On Feb. 15th Mr. Oliver drew the at- 
tention of the government to a report 
asi toi the purchase the States of 
horses for the Strathcona Rifles, 
follows ; 

(Hansard report): 

Mr. Frank Oliver, (Alberta) I would 
like Mr. Speaker, to draw, the atten- 
tion of the Minister of Militia (Mr.

our western country with regard to 
the purchase of horses for the Strath- 
cona, contingent. It has been rumored 
for some little time that arrangements 
atre being entered into by the gentle- 
mam who has the authority to pur- 
chase these horses—an officer of the 
government, I believe—whether act- 
ing in; this matter for the government 
ar not—with a private individual in 
that country for the purpose of having 
horses imported from the States to 
supply the requirements of the con- 
tingent. The Calgary Herald com- 
municated, with Dr. McEachren on the 
subject, and received the following re- 
plyt— :

It is Lord Strath- 
cona’s wish—and every effort will be 
made in accordance therewith—to pur- 
chase} all, the horses in the Territories.

refuse to buy suitable horses from|

Dr. McEachren has leit the matter 
am{ open question in this answer, if he 
has not; actually said that itis his in- 
tention to purchase horses from the 
outside. I bring this matter to the 
attention of the hon. minister in order 
that, it, may, be settled, for it is an im- 
portant one, not aniy to Lord Strath- 
cona, who furnished the money, I un- 
derstand, to pay for these horses, but 
also to the people of the Northwest 
Territories, as affecting the credit of 
the Territories in the matter of horse 
rearing. For my own part, represent- 
ing\a, part of the Territories, and only 
a party I will say that there is abso- 
lutely, no question as to the possibility 
of purchssing 600 well-broken and suit- 
able horses in the Territories, if rea- 
sonable time be given and reasonable 
means. taken to make the selection.

TAXATION OF RAILWAY LANDS. 


Davis, the foliowing resolution. 


(Hansaré): 

“Phat certain railways in the North- 
west Terrritories have earned certain 
lands in those Territories by way of 
subsidy granted in aid of their con- 
struction; 

“That a large part of these Jands 
have been allotted but are not yet pat- 
ented to such railways; 

“Thai by reason of such allotment 
the railways concerned are enabled to 
exercise the right 9° ownership to 
their own advantage; 

“That until the lands granted such 
railways are patented to them, it is 
fmyossible to coliect scheol and local 
improvement taxes irom them; 

“That, in the opinion of this House, 
all lands earned by railway companies 
in the Northwest should be 
and patented to them forthwith so that 
they moy begin as soon as possible to 
beur their iair share of taxation neces- 
sary ior the support of schools and ‘the 
making o. road improvements in the 
Northwest Territories.” 
| He saidj: This 
nection with the land subsidy granted 
in aid] of the construction of certain

railways in the Northwest Territories. 
In order that there may be no coniu- 
sion of ideas as between the different 
classes 07 railway there, i may say that 
these land grants do not carry with 
them any oxemptiou irom taxation as 
do the land grants made to the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company. It was 
not thought by parliament when these 
lands were granted, that it was neces- 
sary ior the consiruciion of the rail- 
avays or in the interest of the Terri- 
tories nor of the country as a whole, 
that they should b2 granted any ex- 
emption from taxation. Ths amount 
o: land affected is about as follows: 
For the Calgary & Edmontun Rail- 
way, 1,898,447 acres; for the Qu’Ap- 
pelle and Long Lake Railway, approxi- 
mately 1,500,000 acres; for the Mani- 
taba and Northwestern Railway, 1,501,- 
375 acres; and for the Alberta Railway 
and Coal Company, 1,113,000 acres; a 
total of about 6,000,000 acres of land 
granted to thesevraiiway companies 
without any exemption irom taxation; 
hut by reason of the lands not hav- 
ing been patented to the companies, 
the school districts and local improve- 
ment districts find themselves unable 
tq collect taxes from them. It is from 
eight to sixteen years since these lands 
were earned, and for that iength of 
time they have been running without 
the possibility of levying taxation up- 
on them. 

Tie whole grant of the Calgary & 
Edmonton railway company is situated 
within the district of Alberta, and a 
large portion of it in the northern’part 
oi Alberta. That part occupies a belt 
oa! land about forty miles in width ly- 
ing nlong the line oi railway for a dis- 
tanee of about thirty miles, from Dids- 
bury staition to beyond Innisfail  sta- 
tion. I understand that it is believed 
by many members of this House that 
there is no local taxation in the Terri- 
tories, but, that the schools of the Ter- 
ritories are supported by the grant giv- 
en by the Northwest government, and 
that the roads and bridges are built 
by the same agency. That is a mis- 
take{ and I want to point out to the 
House just how much oi o mistake it 
is. In the district in which this part 
of the Calgary & Edmonton land grant 
lies, there are about ten school 
tricts in opetation. ‘These districts are 
about five miles square, and, therefore, 
contain about twenty-five sections, or 
twenty-five square miles of land. The 
railway company owns each alternate 
section, except the so-called school 
lands;, Therefore, on the average, the 
railway company owns eleven sections 
o land, or forty-four quarter sections 
in each of these ten schoo! districtg, 
and enjoys exemption from taxation 
to that extent. To show the House 
thaf{\I am not talking merely theorcti- 
cally, but am speaking of a subject 
which is of present moment, I will read 
a letter which I have just received 
from the secretary of one of the ‘school 
Gistricts a*fected—Berrydale public 
school district No. 409: 

‘ “The list of Calgary & Edmonton 
railway sections in the Berrydalg 
schoo] district ar as follows:—Town- 
ship| 33, ranzej 2, ‘west of the 5th meri- 
dipn—septions 27, 31, 33 and 35; in

As to just bow this exemption a(- 
fects the settlers ‘n these . several 
erhool districts, I propose to give the 
House a short statement of the expen- 
ses\of running a school district in the 
Northwest Territories. The great ex- 
pense is of course the teacher’s salary 
which we will place at $500 per year.

There are, on an average, about 44 
homestead quarte: sections in each 
school district of full size.

As there are 44 quarter sections avail- 
able for homestead, so there are also 
44 quarter sections of railway land. If 
this railway land were taxable, the 
$250 to be raised would be divided be- 
tween 86 quarter sections instead of 
42, and the result would be practically 
that the homesteader would pay‘ $3 per 
quarter instead of $5 as he does at pre- 
sent ‘ 


say, 


. By reason of this exemption enjoy-~- 
edj by: the company in those ten school 
districts, the settlers are paying not 
less thant $3 per year per quarter sec- 
tion more than they would, if the in- 
tent of parliament were given effect to. 

But it is not usual to have 42 quart- 
er sections in each school district; oc- 
ceupied. In the early stages of set- 
tlement, a school district is frequent- 
ly organized where there are only say 
10 th 20 sections occupied. Supposing 
there are only 22 of the 44 available 
quarter occupied, then the 
tax is $12 per year for each homestead- 
er. That, you will agree, is a very 
rensiderable burden to be borne by the 
settlers in a new couutry.- The burden 
is the greater as the inability to bear 
it is the greater, because when the 
first few settlers go into a district, be- 
fore they have succeeded in making 
their lands productive, is when settlers 
are\ fewest, and so the burden of taxa- 
tion is heaviest.

Position in the bad of the Modder river 
et Paardeberg Drift, which is de- 
scribed as a veritable death trap,Here 
the Boers were surrounded by the 

British on Sunday, the Highland Bri- 
gade basing on the south bank of the 

river, Rnd a brigade of the Sixth divis- 
ion on the north bank, ~The British 
endeavored to envelope the Boers, but 

stubborn resistance was offered, and 
they were umable to make headway 
e(zainst a fhail of bullets that the Boers 
poued; againsh them, while the burgh-- 
ers, On, the other hand; could not leave 
the sheltering banks ofthe river, 

which formed a natural breast work, 
without exposinz themselves to the 
shell fire of the British artillery. The 
Highland Brigade | sufiered heavily,- 
and, as at Magersiontein, the men 
were obliged ta lie prone, owing to the 
terrible Boer rifle fire. ‘The Cana- 
dians formed part of the force which, 
under Col. Smith-Dorrein, crossed the 
river at the drift}/in a vain-effort to 
reach the enemy’s laager. The Jitile 
body of troops foucht gallantiy, but 
were eventually compelled to fall back 


_ with severe joss, owing to the terrible

of the Boer “artillery fire, 
Cronje, on Monday, asked for an armis- 
tioa, which was refused. He. then sent 
an ocfer to surrender, but afterwards 
withdrew it, declaring he would fight 
to the end. Firing was resumed, and 
2x number of wagens were set on fire 
by the lyddite, the scene being de- 
sctibed as terribly picturesque. The 
British infantry suffered severely on 
Sunday, owing to the advance being 
over a flat country, devoid of cover, 
and this fact has evidently influenced 
Lord Roberts in his decision. x»ot to, 
again endeavor to carry the Boer posi- 
tion by assault. ‘ 
Describing Sunday’s action the des- 
patiches say that on Saturday night the 


British ~ mounted intantry came 
iuto touch with, Cronje’s rear 
guard, driving them back up- 
en the main body, On Sunday. 
morning the action was renewed, 
but the Boers, who had entrenched 
the river bed during the night, pre- 
vented a further advance of the 
mounted infantry in the direction. 
Meanwhile the Hizhiand _ brigade, 
consisting of the Seaforths, Black 
Wateh and the Argyles, advanced 


from the south bank, and, the Essex, 
Welsh and Yorkshires formed a long 
line on the left, which rested on the 
river, the extreme right being the 
Welsh. The whole line was ordered 
to envelop the Boers, who- lined both 
banks of the river. The firing soon 
became heavy, ‘Whe Boers, holding a 
splendid position, coveredithe left af 
the Highland brigade, which advanc- 
ed! partly up the river bed and partly 


in the open, while the rest of the 
brigad>, with the ether regiments, 
swung round the HGighland brigade 


en‘ the level, coverless ground, exposed 
to{a terrible fire, which obliged the 
men to lic upon the greund, as they 
didi for the remainder of the day. 

This began at half past seven in 
the morning, Through the dreadful 
beat and terrible thunderstorm our 
men clung to the position, answering 
the Boer fire, and shooting steadily. 
In the meantime the rest of the’ in- 
fantry completed the enveloping move- 
ment, the Welsh regiment having suc- 
weeded in seizing the drift, thus clos- 
ingjin the Boers, who fought through- 
out with & splendid courage, Gent 
Cronje’s Jaager, full of carts, ammu- 
nition anid steres, could be plainly 
seen near the north bank. 

General Smith-Dorrien collected a 
large body of men, including the Can- 
edians, and crossed the river by 
Paardeberg Drift, advancing toward 
the laager, which was being vigor- 
ously shelled. \ This force made a 
gallant attempt to charge into the 
jlaager, but failed. Before seizing the 
western drifts, the Boers occupied a 
kopje on the south bank, running down 
the{ river. 

Toward evening the batiery on the 
south side opened, co-operating with 
the hattery_on the north side» A 
wonderful sight followed. The shells 
fell with amazing precision along the 
river bed, opposite the laager, which 
was shelled thoroughly, damaging 
everything it contained: One shell set 
on fire a small ammunition wagon, 
which burned nearly all night. Many 
other wagons were set on fire, and 
the great glare was visible at a con- 
siderable distance far into the night. 
The infantry also maintained a_ ter- 
rible fire, which was answered vigor- 
pbusly,. The scene toward nightfall was 
terribly pictureque, with the blaz- 
ing wagons, the roaring artillery and 
the cracking rifle fire.

distance.- The morning sun disclosed 
the Boers toiling like ants on en- 
trenchments. round their laager. A 
few) shells were fired to prevent them 
from continuing the work, but most 
oO. the day was quiet. 


Gen. French’s artillery was heard 


“of to the east, presumably engaging 


the Boers’ reinforcemenis. Every 
opportunity was given the Roars to 
Surrender, but when towards after- 
noon, there was no sizn of any such 
intention, Lord Rob=rts determined to 
frush once for all Cronje’s resistance. 
On the sovth bank of the river, at a 
ranze’ of 2,000 yards, three field bat- 
teries and two naval 12-pounders 
were in fosition. On the north bank 
end enfileding the whole river, one 
howitzer, three field batteries and 3 
naval 4.7 guns were placed. . Then 

iollowed a most wonderful scene, hev- 
er before in the history of war {had 
suéh a number of powerful guns con- 
centrated their fire upon a spot about 
@ mile square. The exploding lyddite 
shelis raised great clouds of green 
smoke, completely filling the hedjof the 
river. The shrapnel burst on the edge 
of each bank, except for a short space 
where; the proximity of the British 
infantry made it dangerous. The 
shells searched every bush and every 
rawine of the river bed, The enfilad- 
ing! guns must have done’ terrible exe- 
fution. jThe rear was deafening yet 
with spirit of desperate madness now 
and again the Boers would attempt 
to snipe the naval guns, which were 
firing at a range of 1,000 yard 
The long line of three hatteries belch- 
edi forth, while at each side were bat- 
talions of infantry, whose maxims 
sounded petty beside the big guns. 
What loss the Boers suffered is not 
known., Continuing the correspond- 
ent says: I am writing in the midst 
of a sleeping camp.
